More than 50 battalions, regiments, and emailer 
military bodies, have, during the year, taken or- 
ders for the disuse of ardent spirits on their days 
of parade and drill. A single town in Vermont 
has saved $3,400 by temperance, during the 
same period, and the State of New Hampshire 
is calculated to have saved more than $100,000.

The following narrative, placed in our 
hands by a friend, contains particulars, re- 
lating to one of the most interesting events 
in the history of our coutnry, which have 
hitherto been preserved only by tradition.

LIFE OF ANN DILLON, BY HERSELF. 

My parents, James and Mary Kerr, were wnit- 
ed in their native country, the county of Down, 
Ireland, and my brother Malcolm, and a sster
